ho Brooklyn navy yard. 
They were then 


used for prisons lor such persons as were 
Captured in arms against the king. They 
wore crammed with prisoners to such an cx- 
«nt that large numbers died, being unable to 
nduro tho severe confinement. It was inti- 
mated at tho close of tho war that between 


1,000 
and 13,000 had died, and were buried 


tho Long Island sound. 
The washing of the waves soon bared their 
ones, and from 1763, the close of the war, 
or many years, they were oast about by the 
ides and bleached in the sun on a shore that 
vos then but little occupied. John Jackson 
xt last, In 1703, purchased a farm near by, 
and collecting tho bones, arranged to give 
hem a, decent burial. He induced the Tam- 
many society to take the matter up, and of- 
ered a site for tho tomb near the navy yard. 
The society lent a hand, and tho corner stone 


laid in 1808. All tho bones, filling 


wenty hogsheads, were placed in the tomb. 
fhey wero put into thirteen mammoth 
ofims and borne-to a more suitable resting 
ilaco thun tho shores of Long Island. 
Tho ground being honeycombed by streets 
urrounding tho tomb was left high in 
ho air and fell to pieces. 
It is said that 


ho slto was oven sold for taxes. It passed 
nto tho hands of Benjamin Romalno, who 
lad been interested in its erection. He re- 
mircd tho tomb and kept it in order till 1844, 
vlion ho died. 


Ton years later the Martyrs' Monument ns- 
ociiition was formed by citizens of New 
York und Brooklyn. An effort to. build a 
monument was delayed by another war, but 
n 1S7S tho bones were taken up and laid .in 
.wonty-two now coffins and rointerred In 
Fort Greene pork,the park commissioners per- 
mitting tho construction of a granite vault. 
Now it is proposed to erect over these rovolu- 
jonary relics a monument 163 feet high. It will 
bo thirty-six feet square at tho base, with 
walls nine feet in thickness, narrowing until 
;hoy are only two feet through at the top, 
Tho sides will bo lighted by windows and the 
top surmounted by a bronze dome on which 
will stand a huge gilded eagle, the emblem of 
tho victory won in tho contest wherein the 
ivcs of the thousands of prisoners were sac- 
•tflcocl. A stairway and an elevator will 
ead to tho top, where an outlook will be pro- 
vided beneath the dome, which will rest on 
Corinthian columns. Congress has been 
asked for an appropriation.

represents the 
Twenty-flrst Ohio, 
district—that is to 
say, most of Cuya- 
loga county, in 
which Cleveland is 
located—and first became prominent among 
;ho labor reformers. Ho was born at Cho- 
oonat, Susquohanna county, Pa., Nor. 11, 
1844, 
and is of Irish parentage. 


After receiving a first rate public school 


education Mr. Foran studied two terms at Bt 
Joseph's college at Susquohanna, Pa,, taught 
school three years and enlisted in the Fourth 
Pennsylvania cavalry, in, which he served 
fifteen months as a private. Ho also learned 
tho trade of cooper, and in the Intervals of 
his work studied law; at tho age of 80 he was 
admitted to practice in Cincinnati, and 
about tho same tlmo was elected a member of 
tho Ohio constitutional convention of 1873-74, 
in which ho served with some distinction. 
Ho located in Cleveland (and was prosecuting 
attorney for that city for tho two years' term 
of 1875-77. In tho heated discussion of that 
period ho was an advocate of the various 
measures vaguely classed under the head of 
"monetary and labor reform." 
He was 


ejected to the Forty-eighth congress on the 
record thus made, and re-elected in 18S4 as a 
Democrat,rocoiving 19,154 votes against 17,884 
votes for C. C. Burnett, Bepublican, and 230 
for A. Toachout, Prohibitionist Despite the 
political reaction of 18S6 ho was again euo1 
cessful, receiving 14,890 votes to 13,400 for 
the very able and popular young Townsend, 
Republican, and C94 for Case, third party 
candidate.

Bui'-FM.o, N. Y., Juno i:t.—The groat 


million-dollar lire in BufiMo on February

PORTLAND, Me., June 12.—The Repub 


lican State convention was called to 
order at eleven o'clock this morning. 
Fully three thousand persons were present 


Judge Wiswell spoke of the record of 


the Republican party and its great work 
for the salvation of the country. A larcte 
portion of his speech was devoted to 
criticising the action of the President in 
not sustaining his Civil-Service 
re- 


form th«ories, and 
on his failure to 


meet the fishery question. The Presi- 
dent's free-trade message wa« adversely 
commented on and compared with the ac- 
tion of Mr. Elaine, whose outspoken ut- 
terances were commended. "The peo- 
ple," he said, "wanted a Presideat who 
would protect American citizens rm land 
or sea. That man was James U. Blame; but 
if they could not have him the Republic- 
ans of Maine would, with unbroken ranks, 
follow the leadership oE the Chicago 
nominee." 


A collection was taken up for the fam- 


ily of an Aroostoolc delegate named Will- 
iam Gerrish, who was stricken with apo- 
plexy on his arrival here. He was an old 
soldier. The committee ou credentials 
reported that 1442 delegates were present, 
the largest State convention ever held in 
Maine. 


At two o'clock the introduction of can- 


didates for Governor begun. 


The temporary organisation was made 


permanent. 
Hon. J. W. Synioiids, of Portland, in an 


eloquent speech presented tho name of 
Henry B. Cleaves. Ho devoted a part of 
his speech to argument against nominat- 
ing State Treasurer Bnrloigh for Gov- 
ernor, on'the ground that it was uncon- 
stitutional. 


R. D. Powers presented the name ol 


Burleigh. 
The convention then proceeded to bal- 


lot for Governor. Bnrleigh wa-i nomi- 
nated on the first ballot, having 77.3 voles. 


On motion of George D. Bishop, iu be- 


half of Governor Marble, secouded by 
Hon. J. H. Drummocd, in behalf of 
Cleaves, the nomination was made unani- 
mous. 


Tne convention adjourned after adopt- 


ing the platform. There were no nomi- 
nations except that for Governor.

the November Tragedy. 


ON TMAIi. 


The case ot The People vs. George 


Boyd, indicted for the murder of Dick 
Williams in Decatur on the afternoon of 
November 17,1887, was called up for trial 
in the circuit court before Judge Hughes 
this morning, and the work of selecting 
a jury began without delay. The people 
are represented by State's Attorney Mills 
and the defendant by Thomas Lee. The 
prisoner, who is a young man ot good 
personal address, sits at the side ot his 
counsel. 
He has been in jafl since 


November and looks rather pale. 


On the morning of November 17 Boyd 


and Williams came down from Maroa 
together and fell in company with Harvey 
Goolsby and Dan Henderson. The party 
got full at the saloons, and while near 
the depot they concluded to visit "The 
Farm" south of town. Near the Union 
Iron Works on East William street Boyd 
and Goolsby got to quarrelling, some 
say about a Maroa girl, and Dick Wil- 
liams became the peace-maker. He took 
Boyd away from Goolflby and while try- 
ing to hold him back, Boyd stabbed his 
friend in the side. Williams died the 
next morning at the Brown House on 
East Main street, where he was removed 
from the Franklin street calaboose. 


THE DEAD MAN'S STOB7. 


Before he died Dick Williams talked 


with Marshal Mason. He told the story 
of the tragedy which was to the effect 
that he and Boyd had always been on 
good terms: that they hud come down 
from Maroa together: that they had met 
Harvey Goolsby and Dan Henderson, 
and that the party had visited a number 
of saloons together and had become in- 
toxicated. On the way down Morgan 
street to William, the deceased stated 
that Boyd and Goolsby got to quarreling 
and that Boyd drew a knife when 
Goolsby got a brickbat which he swung 
over his head in a handkerchief. Hen- 
derson and the deceased separated the 
two men, and Williams took Boyd 80 
feet from where Goolsby and Henderson 
were standing, when because Williams 
tried to prevent Boyd from going back 
to Goolsby, Boyd stabbed the deceased 
in the side, the knife sinking into the 
body over the spleen xip to the hilt. 


After he was cut Williams cried out 


that he was stabbed when Goolsby and 
Henderson came up, the former taking 
off his coat and putting it over the 
wounded man. Witnesses saw Boyd 
shut up his knife and put it in his pocket 
The party walked along to the alley back 
of the Lewis property near the corner of 
Franklin street, where Boyd was arrested 
by Officer Bailey and taken to jail. The 
knife had been thrown into the Lewis lot, 
where it was found. 


A OT8W INDICTMENT. 


It was discovered by State's Attorney 


Mills this forenoon that the defense ex- 
pected to have the case dismissed for the 
reason that Boyd was charged in the in- 
dictment with having killed Kiohard Wil- 
liams, who was commonly called Dick. 
The indictment was drawn up by E. P. 
Vail to read Eiohard Williams. 
Mr. 


Mills discovered that the first name of 
tho murdered man was Aurelius, and im- 
mediately had a new indictment found by 
the grand jury with tho name of Aurelius 
Williams inserted in the bill. 


Mr, Mills after dinner entered a nolle 


in the case against Boyd as to the mur- 
der of Dick Williams and asked for the 
arraignment of Boyd for the murder of 
Anrelius 
Williams. 
The 
defendant 


pleaded not guilty. 


Both sides being ready for trial, the 


attorneys proceeded with the examina- 
tion of gentlemen to serve as jurors. 
Eight jurors had been accepted.
